HOT evenings make most folk long

for attractive dishes that can
be served cold. Nature iz a faithful
temcher to those of us who are willing
to study her at this season of the

" year. She urges us to curtail our
meats and use abundantly of fresh
vegetables and fruits. When you re-
guire meat, use the light meats: their
delicate proteine are easy to assimi-
late.

This season is particularly favor-
able for all kinds of fresh fish. Fish
does not, with a few exceptions, con-
tain a large amount of oil.

When you decide to have the main
part of the meat cold it is wise !.tll
start with a plate of soup or bouillon :
to stimulate the digestive organs.
Tomato, various cream gsoups and |
bouillons are desirable for this. |
